Shiloh residents seeking cable TV service

The majority of New Brockton's 
city council meeting Monday eve- 
ning centered around the discussion 
of cable TV and beautification, 

Mix Andrews of Route 4, Elba 
(Shiloh Community) requested the 
council's assistance in getting cable 
television service made available to 
the residents of the community. 

Mr. Andrews told council mem- 
bers that a petition for service from 
Shiloh residents was presented to 
JoAnn Bowden in January of 1989. 
Ms. Bowden is manager of Century 
Cable TV of Enterprise, 

According to Andrews, the com- 
pany, Century Cable, ran a survey to 
determine the potential number of 
customers for the service just prior 
to the Elba flood in 1990, He said no 
response had been received from the 
company since the survey. 

The council members were asked 
by Mr. Andrews for any assistance 
they might be able to render in this 
matter, 

“It's not so-much embarrassing as 
it is ridiculous when you go to your 
friends’ or neighbors’ or children’s 
home where they sit up there and 
spend the dial, pick up channels and 
everything anytime during the day or 
night,” said Andrews. “We go home 
and pick up 2 or 3 channels.” 

Mr. Andrews stated that it was 
just hard to understand why it (the 
running of cable to these residents) 
could not be done. 

Ms. Bowden, who was in alten- 
dance at the council meeting, con- 
firmed the survey had been conduct- 
ed by Century Cable in the Shiloh 


COMMISSION SEEKING REGIONAL LANDFILL PERMIT 


Citizens Committee votes to retain lawyers

In Monday evening's meeting of 
Concerned Citizens of Coffee 
County, the group voted to retain a 
Montgomery attorney, John Scott, 
who specializes in environmental 
law. 

At the beginning of the meeting, 
the group heard reports from Rey. 
Ben McKee and Rev. Danny Mad- 
dox on meetings they had with 
county commissioners. 

Rev. McKee met with Commis- 
sioner Bill Faulk and Rey. Maddox 
met with Commissioner Jim Dubose. 

According to Rev. McKee. the 
meeting was a pleasant one bul was 
not very productive. Bottom line was 
that the commission still wanted to 
obtain a permit for a regional landfill 
to be constfucted on the land located 
on Hwy. 125 eight miles northeast of 
Elba. 

A reporter who was present at the 
meeting told the group that under 
sub-title D regulations, only regional 
landfill will be approved. No more 
local landfills will be permitted, 

It was the reporter's understand- 
ing that this was being done to cut 
down on the number of landfills. 

It, was reported that Faulk stated 


that the commission was in the pro- 
cess of negotiating a contract with 
WastecAway to dispose of the 
county's solid waste. 

Rev. McKee said Faulk indicated 
that the county could get a better 
deal from the firm if the county had 
a permit to construct a regional land- 
fill, 

Paul Young, an attorney from En- 
terprise, was introduced to the group 
by Rev. McKee. 

Young's opening remarks to the 
group were: “You have an uphill bat- 
tle. Anytime you take on somebody 
like the county commission, you al- 
ways have an uphill battle, But, that 
don't mean you won't prevail 

“I'm not an environmental law- 
yer,” said Young. “That's a very spe- 
cialized area of the law, but I've 
talked to some good ones today.” 

Young recommended Attorney 
John Scott of Montgomery to the 
group. His retainer fee is $2,500.00, 
Rev. McKee reported that the group 
had between $1,100.00 and 
$1,300.00 pledged toward attorney 
fees. An hourly charge by the attor- 
ney was not discussed. 

“I'm so glad to be a member of a 
community and a county where we 
got folks with enough gumption to 
stand up and say something,” said

Young, “and you're not alone.” 

Rev. McKee reported to the 
group that the county had spent close 
to $385,000 in engineering, topo- 
graphical surveying, sub-surface sur- 
veying and legal public hearing. 

According to County Administra- 
tor Wilson Mobley approximately 
$250,000.00 has been spent thus far 
on the landfill. This includes the pur- 
chase price of the land - 
$151,905.00. He also said that geo- 
logical and archeological surveys of 
the land in question are on file in the 
county engineer's office. 

Young stated that numerous other 
public hearings would be held before 
a landfill is constructed on the pro- 
posed site. 

The group voted to hire Attorney 
Scott and to also hire Young to act 
as a coordinator between the group 
and Scott. 

The question of why WasteAway 
would offer the commission 
$125,000 to enter into a contract 
with them was asked. 

Young responded, “To make 
$250,000.” 

The group expressed their con- 
cern as to why this would be done 
and wondered who would pay the 
bill. General consensus of those 
present was that county residents 
would! 

Reportedly, the contract price be- 
ing offered to the county by WasteA- 
way is $21.80 per ton.

She said, “The Shiloh Communi- 
ty is totally out of our reach, It is 3.5 
miles from the end of our trunk 
line,” 

Century's trunk line (main line), 
according to company officials, ends 
where the railroad use to cross U. S. 
Hwy. 84 in New Brockton. 

“You're going about this in the 
right way,” Bowden said,“you're just 
at the wrong place. You need to be 
talking to the city council of Elba.” 

Ms. Bowden stated that Shiloh 
was in Storer Cable's territory. 

According to Bowden, the bottom 
line is: (1) it's not in our (Century's) 
territory and (2) it's not economical- 
ly feasible for us to extend cable ser- 
vice to the Shiloh Community. 

It was Ms. Bowden's opinion that 
if the residents of Shiloh get cable 
television, it will be Storer Cable 


who will provide the service. 

Mr. Andrews indicated that he 
would continue to seck help in this 
matter from the Public Service Com 
mission and state government offi- 
cials. He stated that he had been in 
contact with State Representative 
Jimmy Holley and Jan Cook, head of 
the PSC, 

Councilman Bud Goodson said 
“We would like to help everybody 
with anything they wanted that's rea- 
sonable and feasible, but this is 
something outside of our jurisdic- 
tion all together. If the cable people 
that supply us says they can't do it 
there's not a thing we can do.” 

In another matter, Andrews ask 
for the council's support in getting 
GTE to provide call waiting, 1-900 
block, and three-way calling services 
to the residents of New Brockton. 

In asking the council's approval 


for payment of the city's bills total- 
ing $19,652.46, Mayor Jim Driskell 
informed councilmen that payment 
for the roof repair to city hall and 
payment for road repair caused the 
bills to be higher than usual, 

The repairing of the city hall roof 
cost $5,550 and the Byrd Mill Road 
repair work totaled $7,968. Funds re- 
ceived from FEMA (Federal Emer- 
gency Management Agency) will 
pay for the road repairs 

Mayor Driskell informed — the 
members of the council that all de- 
partments had been cautioned to 
closely monitor their spending dur- 
ing the remainder of the fiscal year. 
He stated that the money situauion 
don't look as good as it has - at this 
point - in the past 2 or 3 years.

EGH disposes of extra waste

Elba General Hospital recently 
joined over 40 hospitals across the 
state in a program designed to help 
Alabama Department of Environ- 
mental Management get rid of im- 
properly-disposed waste, 

“Although it is rare, there are 
times when medical waste is acci- 
dentally combined with other waste 
and may get sent to a landfill or fall 
off a disposal truck” said Ellen Pe- 
terson, EGH administrator, “In 99 
percent of the cases, this will not be 
our waste, but we are happy to assist 
ADEM in disposing of it in order to 
keep our community's environment 
safe and clean,” 

Lindsey Mothershed, Chief ol 
ADEM's Special Waste Division, 
said that last year there were only six 
known incidents of improperly- 


disposed waste in the state, and none 
of these were attributed to hospitals. 

According to Peterson all hospi- 
tals in Alabama are required to spe- 
cially bag medical waste, separately 
from other hospital waste, It must 
then be transferred to an appropriate 
waste disposal facility or be dis- 
posed of onsite, by state-approved 
method of disposal. 

‘There are numerous guidelines 
for medical waste disposal, overseen 
by both federal and state govern- 
ments,” added Peterson, “These in- 
clude restrictions for the burning of 
medical waste and the control of 
emissions (smoke), All of these are 
strictly followed by our hospital and 
ensure a safe environment for our 
community, We're happy to be able 
to provide a safe place for the De- 
partment of Environmental manage- 
ment's new disposal program.”

unty Commission to negotiate with WasteAway 


Coffee Co

Once again, landfill was the main 
topic of discussion at the Coffee 
County Commission's mecting Mon- 
day morning. 

The commissioners signed a reso- 
lution in Monday's meeting allowing 
them to enter into negotiations with 
WasteAway in the disposing of 
counly garbage, 

WasteAway is a private solid 
waste disposal company which plans 
to construct and operate a landfill fa- 
cility in Pike County near Brun- 
didge. It will be known as the Brun- 
didge Waste Disposal Center, Inc. 

It was emphasized this was just 
another step in the commission's at- 
tempt to obtain all the options possi- 
ble before making a decision on the 
disposition of the county's solid 
waste and the construction of a land- 
fill, 

Prior to the signing of the resolu- 
tion, County Engineer Mark Pool 
gave the commissioners a bricf syn- 
opsis of the landfill situation. 

He stated that when work first be- 
gan on the landfill, there were no 
Sub Title "D" regulations, but it was 


understood that it took 2 to 3 yeurs 
to get a landfill permitted. 

It was noted that it has been a 
long drawn out process from when 
the county first advertised for land 
on which to construct a landfill 

He gave the commissioners a 
bricf summary on the garbage dispo 
sal status of several of Coflee 
County's neighboring counties. They 
too*are faced with a critical situation, 

In speaking about Coffee 
County's proposed landfill site, Pool 
stated that he would like to make it 
clear that an archaeological study 
had been made on the proposed land 
site, It was made a year ago by Pan 
American Consultants of Tuscaloo- 
sa, AL. There was no evidence of In- 
dian burial grounds in the area, 

He also explained that any. site 
chosen in the county would have 
been in some watershed, cither the 
Pea River, Yellow River or the 
Choctawhatchee River, 

Pool stated that no decision has 
been made concerning the construc- 
tion of a landfill or the disposition of 
the county's solid waste, but one will 
have to be made in the near future. 

He said that on October 9, 1993, 
no more garbage will be accepted at 


the present landfill site located on 
Co. Rd. 40. It will be closed. 

There a'so seems to be some con- 
fusion as to exactly what type land- 
fill permit had been applied for and 
when by the commission, 

Commission Chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton stated that the county had 
hired an engineering firm to perform 
the work necessary in obtaining a 
one county landfill permit, 

Jt was later recommended the 
county amend their application to 
seck a permit for a regional landfill, 

The purpose of the public hearing 
held on November 13 in Enterprise 
was to hear public opinion on the 
amending of the application, 

As a result of that hearing, no ac- 
tion has been taken by the commis- 
sion on amending the permit applica- 
uion, 

Reverend Danny Maddox who 
was present at Monday's meeting 
was asked what he thought of the 
resolution to negotiate with WasteA- 
way. Rev, Maddox was present rep- 
resenting the Concerned Citizens of 
Coffee County group. 

He agreed that the action being 
taken by the commission, signing the 
resolution, was a positive step.

Illegal tax funds returned to merchants

In a hearing held in Enterprise on 
Tuesday, December 3, 1991, 12th 
Judicial Circuit Judge Gary McAli- 
ley ruled that merchants who col- 
lected the “illegal” 1/2¢ county sales 
tax can get it back. 

Merchants have until January 17, 
1992 to file their claim with the Cuf- 
fee County Circuit Clerk's office in 
Enterprise to get their money back. 

The court was presented with the 
question as to which class of per- 
sons, vendors or purchasers, is enti- 
tled to a refund. 

Judge McAliley ruled that the lo- 
cal act by the Coffee County Com- 
mission levied a "privilege" tax 
against persons, firms or corpora- 
tions engaged in retail business in 
Coffee County. 

According to Mary E, Pilcher, an 
allorney with the Montgomery law 
firm of Webb, Crumpton, McGre- 
gor, Davis and Alley which repre- 
sented the county, the comission ac- 
tually passed a privilege tax rather 
than a sales tax. 

“They thought they were passing 
a sales tax, but they didn't.” Pilcher 
said. As a privilege tax it comes un- 
der the privilege tax laws. Under 
those laws there apparéntly is no 
provision for returning collected tax 
money to consumers. 

According to the judge's order, 
“Purchasers were not entitled to re- 
cover a refund of said tax unless 
they paid the license tax to the cily 
in accordance with the provisions ol 
such ordinance.” 

The money collected during the 
months of October, November, and 
December in 1989 amounted to 
$301,498.00. The amount has grown 
to $324,277 since it has been collect- 
ing interest in an escrow account. 
The interest will be prorated to those 
merchants requesting a refund,

On January 4, 1990, Covington 
County Circuit Judge William Bald- 
win ruled the tax invalid and collec- 
tion of the 1/2¢ sales tax ceased. 

Judge Baldwin's decision was up- 
held by the Alabama Surpreme 
Court alter being appealed by the 
Coffee County Commission. 

Paul Young, the attorney who 
represented the Taxpayers Defense 
League, said, “We've fought this ille- 
gal tax all the way to the Alabama 
Supreme Court. Thank goodness 
there were people who were willing 
to take a stand in this matter,” 

It is sll unclear as to what will 
be done with any “illegal tax money" 
left unclaimed by merchants.
